Scotch chaplains preached and published 
o sermon on the curses which the rage 
for cheapness was inflicting upon English 
wage-earners. 
The Earl of Dunraven 


has made a report to the House of Lords 
on the condition of the tailors in tbe 
East End of London, which reads like a 
chapter from "Alton Locke," and shows 
that m that quarter there has been no 
improvement in the last thirty years He 
finds that men's wages in this trade 
range from thirty to fifty cents a day, 
and that a woman could not earn twenty 
cents by working from seven in the 
morning until midnight on waistcoats 
American women's wages in this line are 
poor enough, because tho trade is unor- 
ganized and overstocked, but they ore 
far above these figures Would the con- 
dition of our poor be much improved if 
the Freo-Tradeis wen, to succeed in 
their plans to take the duty off clothing/
